NAVAL RANK, 


How to Read the Signs on a Sea-Going 
Officer. 

It ie safe to say that of the tens cf 
thousands ‘who will witness the Naval 
Review on June. 24th at Spithead very 
few will be able to distinguish an ad- 
Miral from a commander, or an engi- 
heef-lieutenant from a_ fleet-;aymas- 
ter; and yet to the initiated it is the 
simplest thing in the world, One 
glance at the sleeve of his coat is suffi- 
cient for the well-informed; tor, where- 
as the army officer carries the insignia 
of his rank on his shoulder, the naval 
officer carries his in gold stripes ex- 
tending round the sleeve. 

Naval officers comprise the execu- 
tive or military branch, and the engi- 
neering, medical, and accountant 
branches. Whereas the executive ofti- 
cer is always recognized by the upper- 
most stripe on his arm being extended 
into a small circle of gold lace above 
it, all the stripes of the other branches 
go straight round the sleeve, and in 
addition have a distinctive colored 
cloth between the stripes. Thus the 
engineer oticer always has purple 

(cloth between the stripes, the medical 

otticer always has red, and the ac- 
countant oincer has white, 30 the ob- 
server can at once see to what branch 
an officer. belongs, 

As, regards rank, the number of 
stripes: will’ ihform him. Two stripes 
indicate a lieutenant, an engineer- 
lieutenant, a sufgeon, or a paymaster 
~—always having “regard to the gold 
circle on the uppermost stripe for 
the lieutenant, or the purple, red or 
white cloth between the stripes, and 
no circle, tor the other branches. 
Three siripes, of which the middle one 
is Only half tne thickness ot the other 
two, Indicate-a senor !eutenant or 
senior eugineer, a’ staff-surgeon, or a 
stail-paymaster; while three stripes 
ali of the same tnicknegs denote a 
commander, a tieet-surgeon, or a fleet- 
pay master. 

A captain has four stripes. Officers

TREATY WORKING WELL 


PEACE PACT IS NOW WORKING 
FOR GENERAL GOOD 


Pecuniary Claims Outstanding for 
Years on Fair Way to Adjustment | 
—Great Britain and the United | 
States Reaching an Agreement on! 
Many Vexed Questions, Many of 
Them of Long Standing. 


Washington.—The principle of arbi- | 
tration of international disputes in| 
so far as its application to the United 
States and Great Britain is concerned 
received a pronounced impetus. re-| 
cently when Secretary of State Knox | 
and Ambassador; Bryce signed the 
first schedule of certain pecuniary 
claims existing between the United 
States and Great Britain, and the 
terms of their submission in arbitra- 
tion in accordance with the 5 ois 
agreements signed August 18th last 

Not satisfied with this accomplish- 
ment for one day the secretary and 
ambassador then further lent their en- 
ergies in the cause of international 
peace by conferring for an hour on the 
proposed general arbitration treaty 
which is to supplant, by broadening 
its scope, the very convention under 
which. the pecuniary claims will be 
arbitrated. This conference was de- 
voted to questions relating primarily 
to phraseology. It is admitted in offi- 
cial quarters that the treaty is all but 
completed and the administration is 


confident it will be finished in time 
for submission to the senate for rati- 
fication for the-present session. 

The pecuniary claims to be arbitrat- 
ed aggregate several million dollars. 
Some of them are long standing, even 
antedating the war of 1812, while 
many more grew out of the Philip- 
pines war. Others relate to fisheries 
and the Fiji Islands. This arbitration 
will be the second under the general 
arbitration. treaty of 1908 between 
America and England. The first sub- 
ject taken under that’ convention be- 
ing the North: Atlantic fisheries dis- 
pute which was settled by The Hague 
tribunal last summer. 


Dreadnoughts Doomed

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WARMER WINTERS PREDICTED 


Major R., A. Marriott Says That 
Climatic Conditions Have Under- 
gone Remarkable Change 
London.—"‘Why We May Expect 
Warmer Winters,” is the comforting 
title of a pamphlet published by; 
Major R, A. Marriott. 
“Capt. Scott,’’ writes . Major Mar- } 
riott, ‘‘on his return from the Antarc- 


\tic expedition, emphasized the rapid- 
\ity with which the south polar ice was 


retreating. It is a well-known fact 
that in the northern regions a similar 
condition of things is taking place. 

“In Canada certain lands bordering 
on the north have been hitherto re- 
ported too ice-bound for agricultural 
operations, but large tracts have now 
been found to present favorable cli- 
matic conditions owing to some 
change that has taken place. 

“Iceland now belies its, name, for in 
mid-December, \ 1910, there was no 
snow and scarcely any frost.” 

Major Marriott suggests that the 
change is due to the diminishing obli- 
quity of the earth’s axis. 

In two diagrams he depicts the world 
at different stages of its history, first 
in the year 1354, B.C., when the globe 
swung at an inclination of 35 degrees. 
The polar regions then occupied a far 
greater extent than they do today, 
and the glacial epoch was reigning 
over the earth. The other diagram 
shows the present obliquity of 23 de- 
grees, with the polar regions consid- 
erably shrunken.

For June the revenue 
was $10,666,205, an increase of 
$1,053,528. 

Expenditure on consolidated fund 


account for the three months has been 
$8,935,732, a comparative increase of 
$102,625; on capital account the ex- 
penditure has been $2,303,730, a de- 
crease of nearly one million. 


Steer Boat Minus Crew and Rudder 

Berlin.—Experiments which have 
been going on for several days with 
a rudderless crewless motor boat on 
Lake Wamsee, proved remarkably 
successful, The craft was towed out 
two miles in the lake and the move- 
ments afterwards directed altogether 
by means of a wireless apparatus 
ashore. The boat threaded its way 
unerringly through numerous crafts 
without the slightest accidents The 
inventor of the crewless boat is Chris- 
tian Wirtz, a school teacher.

That Hezekiah, who was such a good 
king, should have had such a bad fae! 
ther as Ahaz and such a bad son as 
Manasseh is one of the—to us—sSeem- 
ingly strange things. In the case of 
David’s sons and Eli’s sons the trouble 
seems to have been lack of home disei- 
pline, for it is written of the former 
concerning one of his sons that his fa- 


said to him as much as ‘Why hast 
thou done this?” (1 Kings i, 6.) Of 
Eli it is written that “his sons made 
themselves vile and he _ restrained 
them not” (I Sam. iii, 13), As Manas- 
seh was twelve years old when he be- 
gan to reign in the stead of his father 
he must have been born three years 
after his father’s recovery from his 
illness of whieh he would have died 


to his life. 
His words were very humble after 
his recovery from that sickness, but 
later there was much pride and self 
assertion, especially when the ambas- 
sadors came with gifts from Babylon 
(Isa. xxxviii and xxxix). Would it 
have been better for Hezekiah to have 
died at what seemed to. be his ap- 
pointed time rather than to become 
the father of such a son? Let those 
tell who know, but let us in all things 
be wholly subject to God. 
Verses 9 and 10 of our lesson sum- 
marize his iniquity in these’ words: 
“So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err and to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the child- 
ren of Israel. And the Lord spake to 
Manasseh and to his people, but they 
would not hearken.” Note the love 
and compassion of Jehovah in His 
speaking to him to warn him and turn 
him from his evil ways; note the 
worst phase of his sin in his refusing 
ta listen to God. The special phases 
of his sin are mentioned in the previ- 
ous verses as manifold idolatry, ‘build- 
ing idol altars even in the house of 
the Lord, using ‘witheraft, dealing © 
with familiar spirits, ete. It was a 
foreshadowing of the still greater 
wickedness which led to the captivity 
of Judah when they mocked the mes- 
sengers of God, despised His words 
|and misused His prophets till there 
| was no remedy. ._ Sse. ae 
Although God is so long suffering, 
there is sometimes a limit, and the 
time came when God allowed Manas- 
seh to be taken prisoner, bound in 
chains and carried to Babylon (verse 
11). It was a grand thing for him to

The injurious control of the United 


States Beef Trust over this country 
would be one of the most dangerous |

the States and Canada. Particularly | 
would the results of the Beef Trust} 
regime be dire to Western Canada.
